Dept. of Revenue Releases 
Sept. Sales Tax Amounts 



City sales taxes collected in Sep- 
tember on August tax liability 
grossed $4,732,377 and county sales 
taxes for the same period grossed 
$303,493, the Illinois Department of 
Revenue reported today. • 

The collection from 1,135 cities 
and 58 counties represent a tax of 
one-half per cent on retail sales 
and one-half per cent Municipal 
Service Occupation Tax in munici- 
palities and parts of counties not in 
municipalities. 

Gross collections from cities and 
villages were reduced by $188,748. 
the. state's four per cent adminis- 
tration cost. Payments made under 
protest totaled $18,181, of which 
$11,184 is included hi the amount 
certified and $0,977 Is under In- 
junctional order and withheld. The 
net amount certified Is $4,529,902. 

Gross collections from counties 
were reduced by $12,118, the state's 
four per cent administration charge. 
The net amount certified was $290,- 
838 County tax payments made 
under protest totaled $1,370, of 
which $833 is Included In the 
amount certified hut $537 Is with- 



held as it Is under injunctional order 
of the court. 

Five municipalities. East Mollne, 
Elsah, Lomax, Naples and Strong- 
hurst, . and one county, Jefferson, 
adopted the ordinances as of Aug. 
1, 1901. 

To date, 1,142 municipalities have 
passed ordinances under the Muni- 
cipal Retailers' Occupation Tax Act 
and 844 have passed ordinances un- 
der the Municipal Service Occu- 
pation Tax Act. Counties that 
have adopted the County Retailers' 
Occupation Tax total 00, while 45 
counties have passed ordinances un- 
der the County Service Occupation 
Tax Act. 

The August 1901 tax liability col-

If Benny Goodman lsJLthe "King 
of Swing" and Wayne King is the 
"Waltz King 1 ' and Crazy Otto is the 
"King of the Soybean Pit,", then 
certainly Hugh Troy must be 
dubbed "King of Practical Jokers." 
Of course, the practical lake has 
long been cultivated as a traditional 
American p a s ti m e numbering 
among its practitioners and admir- 
ers such dignitaries as Abe Lincoln 
—his favorite being too obscene to 
repeat in a small-town weekly. But 
the man who can lay just claim' to 
having brought the practice of 
practical joking to Its apex is Hugh 
Troy. 

Hugh Troy is the man who bought 
a park bench, which he and a 
friend placed in Central Park. While 
removing It he was naturally ar- 
rested for stealing it until he pro- 
duced the bill of sale before an 
irate police captain. Hugh Troy is 
the man who led a crew of his 
friends dressed as workmen to Fifth 
Avenue where he set up Men at 
Work signs and proceeded during 
the course of the day to dig a good- 
sized hole in the street. At the end 
of the day, he and his "workmen" 
removed their signs and left. Hugh 
Troy is the man who made a mock- 
up of the "ear which Van Gogh cut 
off for a prostitute" out of chipped 
beef. He smuggled this into the 
Metropolitan Museum of Modem 
Art during a Van Gogh exhibit His 
"ear" outdrew all other exhibits. 

Hugh Troy is supposedly also the 
man who fostered the "Miracle of 
the Horses" in Venice. With no 
streets in Venice, as you know, It 
would be rather difficult for a horse 
to reach say St. Mark's square. Ex- 
actly what Hugh Troy said to him- 
self. So he packed an old suitcase 
full of what are referred to by the 
British as road apples and proceeded 
in the dark of night to the Square 
by gondola. There he scattered the 
contents of his suitcase. The next 
morning the "Miracle of the Horses" 
was the talk of all Venice. A good

story, even if one . must . doubt | its 
originator. The same prank has, 
for example, also been attributed 
to Charles McArthur by Ben Hecht. 

One of Hugh Troy's finest took 
place while he was a student at Cor- 
nell University. Finding a waste- 
paper basket in the shape of a 
rhinoceros foot, he waited the first 
snowfall.. /He and a . friend took 
the basket— suspended between' 
them on a clothesline — and made 

"rhinoceros" tracks in the snow 
which led into the local reservoir. 
Learned professors testified that 
the tracks were those of a rhinoceros 
and local Inhabitants swore that the 
water tasted of rhinoceros for weeks 
afterward. Years later we find this 
joke attaining the status of a Broad- 
way play, 1. e., Eugene linesco's 
Broadway play, "The Rhinoceros." 
I'm sure. 

A complete catalog of Troy's 
pranks would occupy a small book. 
He functioned in the 1920's and 
1930's at his best. H. Alien Smith, 
oft referred to as the Boswell of 
Screwballs— that's what Fred Alien 
called him anyway— first mentions 
Troy in his classic "Life in a Putty 
Knife Factory." A fuller and more 
complete chronicle of Troy's pur- 
suits, as well as those of many oth- 
ers,' can be found in H. Allen Smith's 
"The Compleat Practical Joker." As 
companion reading, I would suggest 
I. Walton's 'The Compleat Angler." 
It's a rip-snorting good book.

A veterinarian j imlxes a cement 
shaped like the cow's teeth. In 
simple; terms, the cow gets a inew 
set of incisors. . 

Until tooih capping was intro- 
duced by a Nebraska dentist, Dr. 
Ward Newcomb, certain [conditions 
made mature cattle worthless with- 
i In three years. He designed (eight 
: types of stainless j steel crowns for 
different sizes and shapes of teeth. 

Then he tested the crowns with 
cattle for over a year before ; releas- 
ing his discovery. During a three* 
year experimental period, there was 
little wear on the crowns.' 

Sand in sandy pastures or | add 
from beet pulp diets may complete- 
i Iy wear teeth down. Some people 
claim that cattle with capped teeth 
Increase in weight and milk produc- 
tion.; 

The Idea Is going to be studied in 
more detail by University of Illi- 
nois 1 veterinarians during a five- 
year experimental program. They 
plan to cap one group of 7- and 8- 
year-old cattle wlthworn teeth and 
leave another tooth-worn group un- 
capped* Through thla controlled 
experiment, they hope to find out

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This Season's Golfers Suffer 
Great Number of Mishaps 



So far, nuclear fallout doesn't ap- 
pear to be half as dangerous as 
raining golf balls. 

A nation-wide study just com- 
pleted by the Institute for Safer Liv- 
ing of the American Mutual Liabil- 
ity Insurance Company, indicates 
that more than 1 15,000 players, cad- 
dies and workmen have suffered 
disabling injuries this year as a re- 
sult of golfing accidents. 

As may be expected, the ball it- 
self is the most frequent cause of 
injury. Traveling at .a speed of 
better than 250 miles per hour, it 
can deliver a .knock-out blow to any 
person In its path. The Institute 
estimates that well over half of all 
golfing injuries this year were 
caused by balls driven by "trigger 
happy" players. 

Fifty per cent of the injury vic- 
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tims were players themselves, while 
caddies received about 25 per cent 
of the injuries, and grounds keepers 
or other workmen about the same 
number. Many persons were in- 
jured by swinging clubs. They 
simply got too close to a fellow 
player while his club traveled in an 
arc at a speed of 200 miles per hour. 

Heat prostration was the third 
most frequent hazard, reflecting in 
many cases more zeal for the gamo 
than common sense in avoiding the 
sun's rays. Overexertion, also a 
contributing cause to heat prostra- 
tion, claimed' the fourth greatest 
number of victims many of whom 
were older golfers. 

Lightning, long considered a 
major hazard to golfers playing on 
open courses, killed an estimated

when a Ibonc'ils ibrokon? Some-] 
times he cannot, for sure, without 
X-rays. But the symptoms are 
swelling, oblack and blue /discolor- 
atlon and simple appearance of Ithe 
bone, the latter often leaving little 
doubt that there is \a break, 

Sometimes, as in the case of a 
broken wriat, pain - is not severe.

wrist break, usually causes a lot of 
pain, when the bone is broken, 
. Even if there Is no assurance that 
a ibbne'lia ^ihroken,' \ (though; you;

a break, as long as there Is a chance 
of lone^jDon't mo^e Hthe n patient 
until the b«ne Is splinted; fand -this 
should be done immediately. In 
the case of an injured! wrist, It can 
usually be safely assumed that there 
la a break If there are symptoms 
of swellliig, I black and j blue color big 
and a twisted or distorted appear- 
ance to the wrist. Wrist sprains are 
quite rare. Ability to use the hand 
is no guarantee that the wrist la' not 
broken,! either. 

Almost any broken, bone will 
have to beset by a doctor, iwiih an- 
esthesia. The purpose of first aid 
la to get the victim to; the doctor 
with the injured limb saved from 
further damage In transit, and at a 
minimum of pain and discomfort for 
the victim. ' 

This means application of a splint 
right away, in the position in which 
the bone is found, and then getting 
the victim to a doctor, or a doctor 
to him, as quickly as possible. 

Keeping your' head and remem- 
bering the simple need and means 
of applying a splint are first and 
foremost. A broken bone and a 
fracture are exactly the same. It 
la almost impossible for a bone to 
be ' broken without injury to the 
soft parts surrounding it. The lat- 
ter may be more serious than the 
break itself. Care must be taken.

The 
branches are stif fer , than the white 
pine, but are flexible, ' The color la 
a darker green than white pine and 
the tree Is somewhat Open branched. 

A good many j of the trees have 
been sheared the last two or three 
summers. This produces a thicker 
and less open type tree.

The Christmas tree will last 
longer if it Is kept from drying out. 
Most tree stands have a water con- 
tainer and this should be kept full! 
Place the tree in an area of the room 
that Is not too close to a hot air 
register as this, too, helps to dry 
out the needles. A dry tree is more 
of a fire hazard than one that has 
been watered.

Reliability 

The second basic ^principle Is that 
of reliability. The most important 
application of this {principle is iin 
the so-called "Hearsay Rule." When 
a lawyer asserts that testimony lis 
•fhearsay;" Its means (that IthelwU-' 
ness Is testifyng to what someone 
previously told iHim.Wl 

The witness has no personal 
k nowledge Of ithe facta he 1 s testify-; 
Ing to; fall he can say is that some- 
one else told him about them, Hear- 
say testimony Is excluded because 
of its fundamentally ! unreliable 
character, and because there is no 
opportunity to j cross-examine the 
person who made the statement in 
the iflrst instance. . j/ . 

_ Authenticity 

The- third basic principle of evi- 
dence law lis that .{of authenticity; 
When :a lawyers objects that "the 
proper foundation jibes not been 
laid" for testimony or documents 
offered, he means that it has not yet 
been- shown; that the evidence Is 
authentic, the "real thing." 

For example, if an account book 
Is to be introduced into evidence, 
the lawyer cannot simply hand it 
to the judge or jury and say, "This 
,is my client's 1 daily ledger." First 
he must have his client's accountant 
or ledger clerk, take the , witness 
stand, identify, the book and testi- 
fy as -i to how, entries were made 
during the normal course of busi- 
ness. ■ , 

The other party to the case may 
cross-examine as to this preliminary 
testimony. Thus, requiring a 'foun- 
dation", helps insure against the In- 
troduction of ! false or Inaccurate 
evidence. 

Many volumes have been written 
on the subject of evidence law, and 
the myriad of evidence, problems 
which can arise during a trial stag- 
gers the imagination. But these 
three principles are the basis for 
much of our evidence law in Illi- 
nois, and their soundness can be ap- 
preciated by one and all.
